Amendments to the Drawings: 



The attached sheet of drawings includes changes to Fig. 3. This sheet, which includes Fig. 1-4, 
replaces the original sheet including Figs. 1-4. Fig. 3 is amended to show printed matter on the 
bottle retaining portion.

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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1, 2, 4-17 are pending in this application, with claims 1, 5, 11, and 14 being 
the only independent claims. Reconsideration of the above-identified application, as herein 
amended and in view of the following remarks, is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-8, 11, 12, and 14 were found to contain allowable subject matter and 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. In view of the allowable subject matter, the 
claims have been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 is amended to incorporate the limitations of dependent claim 3; and 

Claims 5, 1 1, and 14 have each been rewritten in independent form. Claim 5 and 14 
each incorporate the limitations of independent base claim 1 . Claim 1 1 incorporates the limitations 
of base claim 1 and intervening claim 9. 

New dependent claims 18-21 are added to depend from independent claim 14. 
These claims correspond to previous dependent claims 3, 5, 9, and 15. 

Claim 9 is amended to address the Examiner's statement that claim 9 and 10 do not 
structurally limit the claimed invention. Claim 9 now recites specific structural limitations. 

Claim 3 is canceled without prejudice or diclaimer. 

Drawing Objections 

The drawings are objected to because the "written matter on the bottle retaining 
portion" recited in dependent claim 16 is not shown in the drawings. While it is Applicant's 
opinion that showing the written matter is not essential for the proper understanding of this feature 
of the disclosed invention, Fig. 3 is amended to show "printed matter" printed on the bottle retaining 
portion. In view of the above remarks, the objection to the drawing should now be withdrawn. 
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Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112 

Claim 3-8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph for various 
concerns raised by the Examiner. The claims have been amended to consistently recite "said at least 
one turn" which has proper antecedent basis. In view of the amendments, the rejection of claims 3- 
8 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, should now be withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 11 is objected to as being dependent on claim 12. Claim 11 is rewritten in 
independent form and includes the recitations of base claim 1 and intervening claim 9 which 
provided proper antecedent basis for all the terms used in claim 1 1 . Accordingly, the objection to 
claim 1 1 should now be withdrawn. 

Rejection of Claims in view of Prior Art 

Claims 1, 2, 9, 10, 13, 15, and 17 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
anticipated by WO 99/65782 (Ishikawa). 

Claim 16 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 as unpatentable over Ishikawa. 

Since each of the independent claims 1, 5, 11, and 14 now incorporates subject 
matter previously found to be allowable, the rejections of the claims under 35 U.S.C. §§102 and 103 
should now be withdrawn. 

Dependent claims 2, 4, 6-10, and 12-21 are allowable for at least the same reasons as 
are independent claims 1,5, 11, and 14, as well as for the additional recitations contained therein. 

The amount $105.00 (small entity) in payment for the addition of one additional 
independent claim in excess of three may be charged to our Patent and Trademark Office Deposit 
Account No. 03-2412. 
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The application is now deemed to be in condition for allowance and notice to that 
effect is solicited.
